The Bad Work of Giood Men.
The Legislature of Peunsylvania, which
has just adjourned, has not ea.rned the
award, “ Well dowe, good and faithful

servants,” as indeed it is not the habit
of our ” i to do ; but this one

'was quite exceptional jn its ability to do

its work well, and it is especially disap-

pointingto find that men who were ca-

pable of being good legislators could

make no better record for themselves than

their predecessors from whom nothing

very good could have been reasonably

expected. The lesgon i8 that we must

look beyond the mental eapacity of men

to discover proper material for our
law-makers. What that body as a whole
especially seemed to need was common

sense. A great deal has been charged

againgt the honesty of its mem-
berd, but very little has been proven,
and in this particular they will probably
compare favorably enough with the
usual olass of our legislators. Good
mensures were defeated and bad ones
were adopted, and corrupt influence
doubtless had much sway ; nevertheless,
we are persuaded that the members, with
fewer exceptions than usual, were hon-
est. Bat, certainly, they were a very
twisty lot. Good men acted as though
they were possessed of a devil, aud ap-
parently did unwise things for the spe-
cial purpose of being considered to be
fools.

There, at the head of the list
was Speaker Hewit, a man of fine
intelligence and capacity, with a
good record for honesty, who turned
about and jumped about and leaped Jim
Crow in such fantastic fashion as to
leave people generally in serious doubt
whether he wasfool or knave ; when in
very truth he was neither ; he only
made himself appear so because he
lacked good judgment aud common
sense. And there too, on theother hand,
was Mr. Wolfe with a reputation for im-

honesty so well earned that
nothing could shake it. His chamnpion-
ship of reform was not effective because
he was unable to work out hisaims with
calm good judgment. The speaker and

he came into the Assembly close friends, |

but shortly fell to quarreling in public in
a very unedifying way, and very un-
necessarily ; if they had been equal to
the occasion they would probably have
been able to work together for the good
of thestate, as both, perhaps, aimed to
do. The evil reputation this Legislature
leaves behind it does not come alone
from its evil members, but is largely
chargeable to the infelicitous efforts of
its intelligent and well-meaning ones.
Take this salary business as an illus-
tration. We find the members making
common cause in an effort to compel
the state to pay them $1,500 when the
state treasurer, attorney general and
governor construe the law to give them
but $1,000. They dispute the correct-
ness of such construction of the
law. Yet it is a construction which
is sustained by the sense of the people
and there can be no question but that
the popular judgment is strongly against
both the right and the propriety of this
legislative demand. Suppose the right
was otherwise, and that the memnbers
are entitled to their extra compensation ;
can there be any possibility of a doult
of the unbecomingness of their insistence
upon it in the way they have done?
They have abused, in a wholly unwar-
ranted way, through the report of alcom-
mittee which could neither write Eng-
lish, define law. or state facts, the state
treasurer and the attorney general,whose
clear duty it was not to permit this
money to be paid if they belioved
it to be an unlawful payment.
Their judgment of the law may
have been properly questioned, but cer-
tainly their motive, could not Le de-
cently challenged without sustainingevi-
dence. And the consequence is that
these reputable legislators, good, honest
and intelligent as many of them are,
are held in contempt by the people for
what appears to be an unworthy, un-

dignified and altogether small attempt-

MUKDER IN MEXICO.

Fate of a Balthmore Clergyman’s Son.

Intellizence has been received in Balti-
more of the murder at Victoria City,
Mexico, of Dr. Sylvester Raukin, son of
Rev. Alexander T. Rankin, a retired
Presbyterian clergyman of Baltimore. The
information camo in two letters, one from
Lient. Col. F. DeWitt C. Foster, Fifth
regiment Mexican cavalry, and the other
from the widow of the murdered man to
Rev. Mr. Rankin, The murder was per-
petrated Sanday, May 23, on which day,
about 4 o’clock in the afternoon, Mr. Ran-
kin was found under a tree at the side of
the road. His left temple was fractured
and there was a stab nine inches deep
four inches below tho left nipple,
piercing the lung and severing the
artery of the heart. The assassins
robbed him of a heavy gold ring, one dol-
lar in silver and a handkerchief marked
with his initials. Two men were arrested
charged with the crime. In the pockets of
one was found a bloody knife and the
bloodstained bandkerchief of Dr. Rankin.
The man was tried and found guilty of the
murder. The otheris yet to be tried.
Thero seems to be no doubt in Col. Fos-
ter's mind about their being executed for
the erime. Dr. Sylvester Rankin was
born in Felicity, Clermont county, Ohio,
June 10, 1831. IHe studied medicine in
Buaffalo, at Lawrence, Kaunsas; Denver,
Col., and afterwards in New Mexico. In
Santa Fe he was made surgeon of Kit Car-
son’s regiment, and served with it until it
was disbanded. He was also a-valuabla
scout and Indian inte ter. He was
present at the battle of Valverde on the
Rio Grande, between Col. Sibley, of the
Confoderate forces, and Gen. Canby, of
the United States forces. In July of 1865
he went into Lower Mexico, intending
to prospect for gold, but he fellin with
the Republican army of Mexico, fleeing
from the French, and was p into its
service as a surgeon. He remained with
this army untli.i“;hximilian was executed,
Traveling in the vicinity of Monterey on
one occasion he was knocked down, robbed
of 2800 in gold and stripped of his clothes,
For a year he was surgeon in the army of
Diaz.

THE ASSUOUCIATION OF THE SEXES.

An Ingquiry Into the Rules and Results.
Special Correspondence of the ISTELLIGENCER,

MiLLERSVILLE, Pa., June 10, 1881.—An
obviously unfair attempt is beinr made to
create the popular impression that the
present protest of a large and respectable
portion of the students here agaiust the
action of the faculty is only * gotten up
by a fow uuruly spirits, studeats and
others, who wanted to take liberties in
violating the regulations governing the
social intercourse of the sexes which could
not be allowed without impairing the dis-
cipline and usefulness of the school,”
The number and character of thestudents
engaged in and sympathizing with the
present movement cffectually disprove the
foregoing assumption. It gains no cred-
ibility of course from being the ex-cathedra
utterance, as it were, of a representative
of the trustecs, whose journals has scarcely
made pretense to give an honest and truth-
ful account of events here this week.

The main point at issue now, is the
regulation of the faculty agaiust ‘“abusive”
criticism in the society proceedings of their
rogulations, and the enforcoment of it
which has been made. As has been am-
ply shown in the INTELLIGENCER, the
denial to the students here of the right to
criticise the mauner of governing the
school, per se, i to emasculate the institu—
tion of its assumed chacacter of being a
training sehool for teachers. It is only
when such criticism passes into mere per-
sonal abuse that the faculty can be recog-
nized as having any right or propriety in
inhibiting it.

But back of this main issue—which in
our judgment must eventually be decided
against the position of Dr. Brooks, and in
which the students can afford to rest their
case ou the facts of the Coates-Hipple eriti-
cism—the rules governing the intercourse
of the sexes and the enforcement of them
here have been calculated to provoke just
such sharp criticism as has givenrise to
ail thistrouble. The same state of facts,
as has been familiar to the students here,
if published abroad, would have evoked
from newspapers and the genctal publie no
less criticism of the faculty and no'greater
sympathy than they found in the vivacious
society journals. These rulesare under-
stood to be as follows :

Under the practical operation of them
in this school—where the *‘ co-education
of the sexes ”’ is claimed to be part of the
plan, where it is held to be an eminent
sucoess, and where, in the language of the
catalogue, “it is believed that the pre-
sonce of each has a beneficial influenea
upon the other '’—results are often reached
calculated to provoke ridicule, to incite
clandestine correspondence, and to defeat
the very ends which are held to be the ob.
Jjects of these rules.

This can be illustrated by the incidents
which provoked the articles that have led
to the troubles,

During “the commencement season,”
beginning with the Page auniversary—an

occasion when many old students revisit
the school—it has been customary, if not
invariable, to relax the literal enforce-
ment of these regulations. Recently it
was announced that this would not be
tolerated this year; and in explanation of
the unasual stringency it was said that the
fair repute of the school would be dam-
aged if strangers passinz by the grounds
saw persons of opposite sexes on the same
side of the boundary line and that it was
not prudent for the ladies or gentlemen to
pass through the halls of the building as-
signed to those of the other sex respective-
ly.

In the enforcement of these regulations
it has happened, for example, that—

Young ladies and gentlemen, members
of the same literary society, participating
inits proceedings, are expected during
them to sit on opposite sides of the meet-
ing room and to hold no converse ; to
meet in the class rooms and on the way
thither, and be eivil only ; to look at each
other ou the grounds from either side of
the dead line in *‘ unspeakable silonce.”

In the early eveninz before the late
Page anuiversary, an estimable young
lady studeat was standing on the grounds
in company with her sister and a young
gentlemon who had come to attend the an—
niversary. Thoy were accosted by a mem-
ber of the faculty who ordered the young
gentleman to the male side of the grounds,
and who responded that it *“ made no dif-
fereneco " to the explanation that the visi-
tors were a sistor of the lady pupil and hex
escort. .

Mr. Hartzler, of York, now teaching in
Hagerstown, M., of the class of 1878, also
revisiting the school at the Page anniver-
sary, was standing Ly the morument talk-
ing to two old Iadies, mothers of his form-
er pupils, when he was accosted and or-
dered to the other side of the grounds.

A gentleman student upou two requests
was forbidden to take a walk with a lady
relative visiting one of the professor’s fam-
ilies, though the request was joined by the
lady of the family in which she was visit-
ing. -

It is not proposed here to criticise
regulations nor to comment upon these
and like incidents resulting from their re-
cent stringent enforcement. They are
only related as part of the history of the
present case, the entira facts of which the
INTELLIGENCER alono Las shown an honest
purpose to publish. % was these aud like
occurrences which formed the subject of
ridicule and indignation in the society
journals. If the faculty had to
be present aad hear it, it would
seem to have been the part of
wisdom to meet, explain or justify them
by an appeal to the students’ ‘“‘sense of
duty and the power of self control,” for, in
the language of the catalogue again,
*such an appeal to the conscience and
sclf-respect gives exercise to the noblest
principles of humar nature, and tends to
develop that high personal excellence
which we call character.””

The faculty saw fitto meet it differently,
with what result is known. But in weigh-
ing the causes of the prevailing agitation,
it is only fair that it be known that the
disturbance is not owing to a’prankish re.
volt against judicious regulation; but
rather to the childish resentment by grave
and reverend professors of the hot but earn-
est ridicule and indignation of young men
and women at ridiculous results from the
enforcement of a system of discipline
which fails to successfully appeal to their
*‘ conscience and scll-respect.”

Novel Developmen: of Legal Points In a
Local Uption Case.

Monday last the prohibitionists gave
evidence of their fixed detirmination to
enforce the recently enacted local-option
law, nowin force in Cecil, by arresting
John Long, a hotel keeper in Elkton.

that an appeal might be taken, and they
consequently might bo needed at some
future trial. He claimed that the only
power given to magistrates to hold wit-
nesses was where a prisoner was held for
trial, and that in all cases and in
all eourt.s.ltin l.rho absence of
special legislation conferring such power,
tm was no authority to hold a witness
when the case had been terminated by a

verdict of guilty or not guilty. However,
